that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any 
patent issued thereon.

The Applicant submits that a priority claim to PCT/EP02/ 05766 is appropriate 
since the present application has at least one inventor in common with 
PCT / EP02 / 05766 and was filed during the pendency of the PCT application.
